The bill as it passed the House 
will contain a number of proposed 
amendments, the most important 
of which will be one added by 
Senator Couzens to force the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission to 
grant a license to any responsible 
person or company that could 
show lack of competition over any 
given route. 


This amendment is intended to) 
meet opposition to the bill which | 
has developed on the ground that | 
the measure would tend to permit, 
bus monopolies on roads that are | 
constructed and maintained by the, 


public purse. As the bill came from 
the House the Interstate Commerce 
Commission would have been al- 
lowed to decide what permits should 
be issued without any definition of 
its power to grant or withhold. 

There has developed in the Senate 
committee a _ definite opposition 
which favors the elimination of the 
“certificate of public convenience 
and necessity,” 
viso of the House measure. If this 
clause were stricken out any one 
would be permitted to operate a bus 
line over any given route. 

When the bill first came from the 
House it was understood that the 
Senate committee would hold pub- 
lic hearings. Whether this _ pro- 
cedure will be adhered to is not 
altogether certain at the moment. 
Various members feel that amend- 
ments which will be incorporated in 
the measure will amply protect the 
public from danger of f monopoly

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Eleven Billion for Construction 


R. JULIUS KLEIN, who seems to have assumed some- 
what the role of spokesman for the present administra- 
tion, recently announced over the radio that government 
experts estimate that more than $11,000,000,000 will be spent 
during 1930 in new construction. “I am able to tell you at 
this early date,” said Dr. Klein, ‘in advance of the general 
dissemination of the information, that building contracts 
awarded last month increased 45 per cent. over February of 
this year, representing a figure only 5 per cent. below March 
a year ago, when business in general was going at top speed.” 
Dr. Klein points out that contracts in January of this 
year were 21 per cent. behind last year’s level, while Febru- 
ary was 12 per cent. below last year and March only 5 per 
cent. as noted. It is reasonable to hope that April contracts 
will equal if not exceed those of the same month in 1929. 

This situation Dr. Klein calls the “dawn of a new day 
in economic stabilization.” He tells us that this record 
achievement had its inception in the National Ecdénomic 
Conference, called by Mr. Hoover immediately after the 
stock market collapse last fall. 

If the government estimates are even approached this 
will be truly a new record in economic recovery. Eleven 
billion dollars spent in new construction work would absorb 
practically all the idle labor in the country. The great pro- 
portion of this vast sum will be spent during the coming nine 
months. The first quarter already past is the lightest of the 
year in construction work. ‘The best is yet to come.” 

We have pointed out on numerous occasions that condi- 
tions in the automotive industry are by no means as unfav- 
orable as some commentators insisted they would be. Sales 
and production are keeping pace with each other, instead of 
spreading far apart as they some times have at this season 
of the year. Sales have gradually crept up to a point where 
they are now only a little behind the levels of last year. With 
the release of this vast schedule of new construction about 
which Dr. Klein tells us, business in general is due for a 
steady improvement that may very likely give us some 
pleasant surprises during the later months of the year. 


How Are Your Glands? 


ODERN business has adopted a new and inspiring 
attitude towards labor. The old attitude of hostility 
has given place to one of friendly interest in the welfare of 
employees. It makes no difference whether this new rela- 
tionship has been adopted by business from selfish motives 
because the employers realize that a contented and healthy 
worker is a better producer than a dissatisfied and unhealthy 
one. The point is that modern business actually wants labor 
to “get a break.” 

A notable instance of this new relationship between 
employer and employee, we believe, is to be found in the 
action of the Illinois Central Railway Company in appointing 
Dr. James H. Hutton as its consulting endocriniologist. 

More and more the medical fraternity tends to the 
opinion that in the endocrine or ductless glands is found the 
secret of human health. Modern opinion holds that these 
giands govern growth, blood pressure, loss or increase of 
weight and health generally. Dr. Hutton’s function with 
the railway organization is to be the treatment of the glands 
of its 60,000 employees. 
tive measures of this kind will benefit the health, increase 
the efficiency and general well-being of its employees. 

Obviously, there will be a lot of “kidding” over the 
experiment. “How are your glands today?” will probably 
become a stock form of greeting among I. C. men. Never- 
theless, big business with thousands of employees will watch 
with interest this attempt at wholesale health-guarding of a 
great organization’s labor contingent. It is a step that seems 
tc us to reach a new point in the modern tendency toward 
closer 2nd better relations between employer and employees.

The “shop superintendent” says: 

“The combination of the two basic 
laws governing the placement of all 
wood-working machinery—continu- 
ity or sequence of operations and 
flexibility of service—was the deter- 
mining reason for placing this par- 
ticular multiple-spindle boring ma- 
chine just inside the door of the 
assembly room (‘see Fig. 1). 

“In the manufacture of wood au- 
tomobile parts, boring is the final 
operation before some of the pieces 
go to the dipping tanks prior to 
shipment in the “knockdown.” Other 
parts are bored just before assembly, 
while still other articles, such as 
cushion frames, are assembled and 
then bored and dipped. 

“In our plant the location of the 
machine room and assembly room, 
as shown in Fig. 1. makes this the 
strategic point for the boring ma- 
chine to give maximum service and 
efficiency. 

“The machine is of standard make 
and has twenty-four driving spin- 
dles, with two power-feed tables.

“Three men are employed in this 
operation. The first operator takeg§ 
one sill blank at a time from a fac 
tory truck, places the blank on the 
first feed table and immediately 
turns to pick up another blank. The 
machine automatically bores one 
side of the blank; then the secgnd 
operator removes the bored sil] from 
the first feed table, which has 
dropped to its lowest point, turns it 
over and places it on the other feed 
table. 

“Immediately the twenty-thiore 
borings are made on the reverse si 
of the sill, and the off-bearer re- 
moves the completely bored sill from 
the feed table and places it on a 
truck. Proper adjustment of rates 
of feed permits this boring to pro- 
ceed smoothly, rapidly and continu- 
ously, making it Fg ye to com- 
pletely bore 300 sills per hour. 

“The same set-up methods are 
employed for cushion frames. which 
are assembled before boring. but, 
due to fewer and less intricate hor- 
ings, this set-up can be made more 
rapidly than on the sills. 

“Owing to the strict requirements 
of the cushion frames, a rigid in- 
spection is necessary. Boring is the 
final operation before dipping and 
I have found that by combining this 
boring work with inspection, pro- 
duction on both operations is ma- 
terially increased. This combina- 
tion makes the boring machine @ 
pace setter for the inspector, who 
works in the dual capacity of in- 
| spector and off-bearer of the bor- 
| ing machine. 
| “By this method the first oper- 
ator handles the frames ‘one at a

| feed table; the second operator re- 
|moves the bored frame, turns it

frame, tests the borings on the in- 
spection table fitted with metal 
pins, and places the frame on 4 
factory truck.

“After experimenting with various 
types of wood bits I found the brad 
point bit best suited to this class of 
work, permitting fast speed with less 
tearing of the wood grain. The 
head boring machine operator is 
held responsible for the set-up. the 
performance of the machine, mak- 
ing sure that all bits are running 
straight and true, and the use of the 
suitable rate of feed to prevent E4{5 
frora becoming smoking hot 7 

“When bits become dul] they are 
delivered to the tool room. where 
they are sharpened. Our policy is 
to have one man sharpen all the 
bits. This fixes responsibility and 
makes for uniformity in sharpening. 
We use a very small grinding wheel 
to sharpen all bits % inch and un- 
der and hand-file all bits over % 
inch, excepting in cases where ex-
